MOSCOW (AP) - The first 


Soviet report on President Nix- 
on's television interview said to- 
day he failed to offer any new 
approach 
to the stalemated 


Vietnam peace talks in Paris. 


The official Tass news agency 


reported the appointment of vet- 
eran diplomat David K. E. 
Bruce as chief U.S. negotiator 
in Paris but added that Nixon's 
television statements showed he 
maintained his old position on 
the talks. 


Tass also showed Soviet dis- 


satisfaction with Nixon's com- 
ments on the situation in the 
Middle East. It said he acknowl- 
edged a dangerous situation 
there "but on the pretext of ob- 
serving the notorious balance of 
forces in the Middle East, he 
went on record for such a situa- 
tion in which military superiori- 
ty would be on the side of the Is- 
raeli aggressors."

Over the past four years, the City of Hope has 


purchased and paid for under the City Manager 


plan, much new equipment for road building, 


drainage and for the sanitation department. 


Top photo shows some of the machinery and 


equipment used by the Street Department. Most 


of the equipment is in new condition and has 


equipped the Street Department to carry on a 


major maintenance and building program. 


Included in the picture is a street sweeper, two 


rollers, a rubber tired front end loader, a pulvi- 


mixer used 
in re-shaping and 
resurfacing 


streets, three road maintainers, a Drott ex- 


cavating machine, an asphalt distributor and an 


asphalt slurry sealing machine. 


Replacement cost of the machinery shown in 


this photo would be in excess of $150,000. With 


this new equipment, the Street Department has. 


during the past three years, built or resurfaced 


Hi miles of city streets, or 235 blocks. This does 


not include Sixth street nor Avenue B, which was 


built by outside road contractors. 


.Middle photo shows a Drott execavating 


machine, a handy tool. The machine is used for 


all kinds of digging and many miles of Hope's 


drainage ditches have been cleaned by this 


machine. Cost of the machine, $28.000—and paid 


for. Not shown in the picture is a heavy trailer 


the City purchased that will move the machine to 
various locations. 


..Bottom photo shows some of the equipment 


used by the Hope Sanitation Department. 


Not shown in the photos is Hope's Fire 


Fighting equipment. In the past three years new 


fire trucks and other equipment has been pur- 


chased at a cost of $43,850 and all paid for under 


the City Manager form of government. Working 


hours at the Fire Department have been reduced 


from 72 hours to 5fi hours per week, and there 


have been salary raises for the personnel. 


Not shown is much equipment used by the 


Klectrical Department, where salaries also have 
been raised. We also contacted 
the Sewer 


Department in our survey. There's no romance

Women fo 
Be Lutheran 
M inisters

MINNEAPOLIS. Minn. (AP) 


— Delegates to the Lutheran 
Church in America convention 
have shattered 
tradition by 


moving to admit **-omen to the 
ministry. 


It was the first time a Luther- 


an church body in this country 
had decided to give women the 
right to be ordained on a par 


with men. 


The LCA, with 3,259,000 bap- 


tized members, is the largest of 
three major Lutheran denomi- 
nations. 


After 25 minutes of brisk de- 


bate 
Monday 
night, during 


which delegates turned down a 
move to postpone action until 
1972, a roar of "aye" votes ap- 
proved theAjcoposal, authoj 
by a Commf 
the Ministry. 


There were a few, barely au- 


dible "no" votes in the spacious 
Minneapolis Auditorium. 


The convention action directs 


that church bylaws, and bylaws 
and constitutions of the 33 syn- 
ods and 6,186 congregations, be 
changed so that the word "per- 
son" shall be substituted for 
"man" in outlining qualifica- 
tions for ordination. 


The study commission de- 


clared: "The church in its 
thinking and its action has up to 
this point lagged seriously be- 
hind secular society 
... the 


crux of the matter is justice." 


Dr. Robert J. Marshall of 


New York, president of the 
church, told a reporter later it 
"was a momentous decision, 
and wholly in accord with our 
church's understanding of scrip- 
ture and with the status of wom- 
en in our time." 


Dr. Fredrik Schiotz, president 


of 
the 
American Lutheran 


Church with headquarters in 
Minneapolis, 
said 
he 
was 


pleased with the decision and 
that he supports ordination of 
women in his church as well. 


The 
American 
Luterhan 


Church Council, its governing 
board between biennial conven- 
tions, has voted to recommend 
ordination for 
women when 


delegates meet in San Antonio, 
Tex., in October. 


However, a demurrer came 


from Dr. Jacob A. O. Preus, 
president 
of 
the 
Lutheran 


Church-Missouri 
Synod, 
with 


headquarters in St. Louis. 


"I was amazed at the speed it 


went through and the size of the 
vote," he said. "I am rather 
sorry it was done because it will 
not help inter-Lutheran rela- 
tions, and I think personally we 
should not do it. 


"1 just ted that the 4jiblics(i, 


orders of creation 'differ be- 
tween men and women, which 
has been the chief argument 
against this." 


The Missouri Synod only last 


year decided to admit women as 
delegates to its conventions.

claim for disability benefits and 
the district office requested I 
obtain a medical report from my 
attending physician. He has sent 
me a bill for $10 for submitting 
the medical report. Shouldn't 
the 
Social 
Security 
Ad- 


ministration pay for this report? 


ANSWER: 
It 
is your 


responsibility to submit the 
original 
medical 
evidence 


necessary to process your claim. 
If a physician charges a fee for a 
medical report, you must pay the 
fee. 


QUESTION: I understand that 


one of the requirements 
for 


disability benefits under social 
security is that the impairment 
must last, or be expected to last, 
for at least twelve months. How 
soon after being disabled could I 
file an application? 
I was 


disabled April 10, 1970. 


ANSWER: You should file an 


application as soon as possible if 
you expect that your disability 
will continue for at least twelve 
months.

for about a year. 
A friend of 


mine owns a small company and 
thinks he has a job I could do. It 
doesn't require much physical

What if I work only for two or 
three months and have to quit? 


ANSWER: Assuming that you 


have not medically recovered 
from your disability, there is a 
trial work test. Notify us when 
you return to work. 
After 9 


months we will check with you to 
see how you are getting along on 
the job. Only if we find that you 
are able to perform substantial 
work will your social security 
benefits terminate. In all, you 
could receive 
twelve checks 


after you return to work. 


QUESTION: My husband will 


be 65 years old in three months. 
He is working and can't go to the 
social security office. It worries 
him because he has heard you 
should apply at least 
three 


months ahead of time. Do you 
have any suggestion? 


ANSWER: 
If your husband 


has access to a telephone he may 
call the social security office 
located nearest you and they will 
take the necessary information 
by phone. The application form 
will be mailed to him for 
examination and signature. Thif 
will permit his claim to be 
processed and his payments can 
begin when they are due. 


QUESTION: Until my father's 


death late last month he and my 
mother were drawing checks in 
another state. 
She has been 


visiting here since that time and 
has not been in touch with 
anyone. What is the best way to 
let social security know about 
Dad's death? 


ANSWER: 
Call the nearest 


social security office to report 
his death. 
They can take the 


information over the phone to 
report his death and change your 
mother's address if she desires. 
Almost any social security 
business can be handled by 
phone.

The teachers, too, have a 


couple of sentences that must 
be repeated over and over, 
such as. "Let's line up now," 
and "We must take turns, chil- 
dren." 


Head Start sessions opened in 


several communities 
in 
the 


county recently 
and a new 


class started at Norfork, where 
a Head Start program runs the 
year around. 


This year 425 children are en- 


rolled in the six-county area of 
Ozark Opportunity Inc., which 
includes 
Baxter, 
Marion, 


Boone, Searcy, Van Buren, and 
Newton counties. Other eligible 
children who wished to attend 
could not be enrolled because 
of 
a 
cut 
in 
funds 
of 
ap- 


proximately $40,000 in the area. 
Ixist year, 481 children attend- 
ed the Head Start in the area, 
but enrollment of 555 had been 
approved. 


Federal 
and 
non - federal 


funds for Heard Start amounted 
to $164,351 in 1969 compared to 
$133,714 this year, of which 
$104,246 comes from the federal 
government's 
Department 
of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
according to the Economic Op- 
portunity Office here. 


A day in the Head Start 


classroom is like a day in no 
other place, permeated as it is 
with childhood's innocence and 
wonder. 


The children's natural urge 


to acheive, to succeed, is evi- 
dent in all they do. This is of- 
ten accomplished by "making 
something" — something which 
will give them a feeling of sat- 
isfaction and which will gain 
the approval of the others. 


For most of these children, 


Head Start is an enlargement 
of their world, which formerly 
had been limited to their home 
and family. The new rold con- 
tains new authority-figures and 
a larger group of peers. Head 
Start classes usually are about 
half the size of a regular ele- 
mentary 
school 
class, 
thus 


widening the children's horizons 
as a preparation for the even 
larger world of "regular" 
school. Head Start makes ad- 
justments in September easier 
for the children, according to 
Miss Mildred Parnell, a first- 
grade 
teacher 
in Mountain 


Home schools, who is one erf the 
two Head Start teachers here. 


The other Mountain Home 


Head 
Start 
teacher. 
Miss 


Ericka Seiter, also is a first- 
grade teacher. She said Head 


Start gives the children some of 
the "readiness" work, which is 
given in the private kindergar- 
tens, thus giving the nonkinder- 
garten child a more nearly 
even start in school. 


What are some of the readi- 


ness learning? 


First, the child, of who so 


much will be demanded in 
school, must have a feeling of 
self - confidence. Many simple 
tasks 
successfully 
completed 


give the child that assurance. 


"Teachers" interest in his 


work, and the presence of other 
children (whether one plays 
"with" them or just "among" 
them) all make Head Start 
"school" a happy experience 
for children, teacher say. 


All activities are designed to 


develop self - expression 
and 


creativity of the children, and 
to build in each child a healthy 
"self" concept, 
one of the 


teachers said. 


During the regular 
school 


term, the children are trans-- 
ported by car. During the last 
six weeks of the spring term, 
preparation for the first-grade 
work is given to those who will 
start school in the fall.

are over two billion mushrooms 
here," Prof. Nairn Kosaric said, 
holding up a small medicine 
bottle filled with dark gray pow- 
der. 


"They

rooms, but in liquid with their 
favorite food, natural gas, they 
may be the answer to the world 
protein shortage." 


Kosaric is professor of food 


engineering at the University of 
Western 
Ontario. He

about unconventional foods at 
the World Food Congress, with 
a report on research done in 
Canada. 


Single-cell 
protein (SCP) 


sources 
are algae, 
bacteria, 


yeasts 
and 
minute "mush- 


rooms" which thrive on petrole- 
um wastes, natural gas, or even 
polluted water. One type of 
mushroom 
likes 
paper-mill 


wastes, turning them into edible 
protein.

land outlasted Baltimore 10-9, 
Minnesota defeated Kansas City 
5-2; Oakland trimmed the Chi- 
cago White Sox 10-6; California 
slugged Milwaukee 10-7 and 
Boston blanked Washington 5-0.

delphia swept a twi-night twin 
bill from the New York Mets 6-1 
and 3-2; Montreal topped St.

After Niekro got the first out whipped the Senators, 


in the ninth at Detroit, Clarke 
sent a bouncer into the hole be- 
tween first and second.

Auliffe, who had 10 assists in 
the game, raced to his left, 
flagged down the ball and threw 
to Niekro, covering first, but 
Clarke barely beat it.

The main streets 
were paved and the bond was 
paid in full before it was due.

would have no authority to make. 
1 shall mention one investment 
we made, in spite of opposition. 
However when Dorsey Mcltae 
ST., spoke these words:"We do 
not see any immediate need for 
the forty acres, but Hope is 
growing and we will need it 
soon." The purchase was made 
and Judge Kangan was paid 
$1600.00 as the purchase price. 
The forty is now known as the 
KA1K GROUND and cannot be 
bought for any price.

vestigators have documented 
hundreds of incidents where 
black educators have been de- 
moted or fired after schools 
have been integrated.

O'Brien said NEA plans for 


attacking de facto segregation 
in northern urban areas will be 
implemented as soon as funds 
are available.

gress in 1968, four existing na- 
tional holidays and one new one 
—Columbus Day- will forever 
fall on Mondays beginning next 
year.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


nation's draft lottery ceiling has 
risen to No, 195 through August 
and Draft/Director Curtis W. 
tarr says officials "don't antici- 
pate that it will go much high- 
er" for the rest of the year. 


Tarr 
ordered 
local 
draft 


boards Thursday to add only 
five lottery numbers for August 
inductions. 


The Selective Service direc- 


tor's announcement means that 
men holding numbers in the up- 
per end of the "middle third"— 
somewhere around 210 to 240— 
might escape the service. 


He said an influx of low-num- 


bered men, primarily college 
students who have lost their de- 
ferments, is replenishing the 
draft pool and "really helping 
our manpower situation." 


The White House estimated at 


the time of the first lottery last 
December that the lowest third 
men with numbers from one 
to about 120—would almost cer- 
tainly be inducted. 


It said men 
with numbers 


above 240 probably would not. 
Those with numbers in the mid- 
dle range were left to wonder 
about their chances. 


Last 
December's estimates 


were based on predicted man- 
power needs of 260,000 men. The 
Pentagon since has reduced that 
number to somewhere between 
150,000 and 180,000. 


Monthly 
draft 
calls have 


shown a corresponding down- 
ward trend with the August call 
of 10,000 the lowest of the year. 


Tarr also reaffirmed that lo- 


cal boards need not send men 
with numbers higher than 215 
for pre-induction physicals. 


That advice, repeated over 


the past several months, had 
been the only indication of how 
high on the lottery list the 1970 
draft might go. 


However, Tarr's statement 


Thursday generated speculation 
that even some of these men 
might not be called. 


The anticipated peak number 


this year has no effect on men 
born in 1951 who received their 
draft lottery numbers Wednes- 
day. 


They will face induction next 


year There is no official esti- 
mate yet on how many men will 
be needed or how high the num- 
bers will go

Says "Honor 
America" Is 
Like Nazism

WASHINGTON (AP) - To 


one veteran antiwar organizer 
the July Fourth "Honor Ameri- 
ca" extravaganza in the na- 
tion's capital "is the kind of 
thing that took place in Hitler's 
Germany." 


"It's all there—folklore, sec- 


tarian politics, just like Nazi 
Germany. It's scary," Stewart 
Meacham says, "It really is." 


Meacham's advice to the left: 
"Stay away from it. Any at- 


tempt to get into it makes it 
more interesting and builds it." 


Generally, the organized left 


seems to be following Mea- 
cham's counsel and is ignoring 
the event. 


But no one can safely predict 


the reaction of the disorganized 
left—that collection of ragtag 
revolutionaries, Yippies, politi- 
cized hippies and street people 
who band together under names 
like the White Panthers, the 
Up-Against-the-Wall, the STP. 


"There's a lot of people com- 


ing," said a tall young man with 
long brown curls and a sleeping 
bag strapped to his back. "And 
there's going to be a lot of politi- 
cal disagreeftietttr"- -v ;^. 


To the far left, the organized, 


the unorganized and the disor- 
ganized segments included, the 
production featuring Bob Hope 
and the Rev. Billy Graham is a 
political show, pure and simple, 
and a right-wing one, at that. 


"It's a disgraceful exploita- 


tion of religion by an adminis- 
tration using this kind of thing 
as a means to prop itself up," 
said Meacham, a former Pres- 
byterian 
pastor 
who helped 


build last November's massive 
antiwar demonstration in Wash- 
ington. 


Originally, 
Abbie 
Hoffman 


planned to call the nation's Yip- 
pie tribes to the capital for a 
"Festival 
of 
Life" 
on 
the 


Fourth. 


But after "Honor America" 


Day ^was announced Hoffman 
canceled his happening. One 
close associate explained, "Ab- 
bie thought it would be a massa- 
cre." Another source said the 
decision was political and would 
have been made with or without 
"Honor America" Day. 


Rennie Davis, another of the 


Chicago 7 conspiracy trial de- 
fendants, made a spoofing at- 
tempt to get the antiestab- 
lishment included on the Honor 
American Day program. 


Davis didn't push his sugges- 


tions for long or very loudly. He 
had another purpose in mind. 
"We wanted to show it up as the 
right-wing thing that it is. Now 
the hell with it," he said. 


The fact that most New Left 


figures, with the exception of 
Davis, ignored the event, does 
not necessarily mean that "Hon- 
or America" celebrants 
will 


have the day to themselves 


Long before "Honor Ameri- 


ca" Day was announced, there 
was talk of a marijuana smoke- 
in in Washington on the Fourth. 
And the word is out in the un- 
derground 
press 
that 
the 


smoke-in will be staged 


"A whole bunch of kids are in 


town," said a Washington activ- 
ist. "But there is no organiza- 
tion and there are no groups 
that are organizing. Outside of 
the smoke-in, 1 don't think any- 
thing's going to happen." 


However, another radical pre- 


sented this scenario: 


"it's going to be hot. There's 


going to be lots of kids with no 
clothes on in the reflet-ting pool 
These kids are going to be mix- 
ing 
with 
hard 
hats 
being 


brought in by the bus load. The 
kids are going to be smoking 
dope and with their long hair

River Boat 
Blast Kills 
46 Civilians

SAIGON (AP) — A passenger 


river boat struck a 
floating 


mine just south of the Demili- 
tarized Zone today and blew up, 
killing 46 of the 50 Vietnamese 
civilians aboard, a government 
spokesman announced. 


The mining occurred on a 


branch of the Cua Viet River 
less than a mile from Dong Ha, 
the boat's destination about nine 
miles south of the DMZ. 


The river is regularly pa- 


trolled by U.S. and South Viet- 
namese boats, and North Viet- 
namese mines in it have sunk or 
damaged a number of boats. 
But the toll today was believed 
to be the largest. 


Only light, scattered fighting 


was reported in South Vietnam, 
but the U.S. Command reported 
the loss of another plane a week 
ago. It was a Navy A7 Crusader 
jet that crashed as it was taking 
off from a carrier June 26 on a 
mission to Laos. The pilot was 
rescued. 


South 
Vietnamese 
officials 


also announced the withdrawal 
of a brigade of marines— be- 
tween 1,000 and 2,000 men— 
from Cambodia, reducing the 
total number of South Viet- 
namese troops in the neighbor- 
ing country to about 25,000. 


In Phnom Penh, the Cambo- 


dian capital, the Cambodian 
military command iaid newly 
reinforced Communist divisions 
are preparing for a major new 
offensive and already are mov- 
ing assault troops into position 
in one key area. 


A spokesman said Cambodian 


and South Vietnamese troops 
are "ready for anything," He 
added that the enemy threat to 
Phnom Penh has "receded con- 
siderably."

Thorn, 80 


miles north of Phnom Penh, 
with fresh enemy troops moving 
into position outside the city. 
The highway between Kompong 
Thorn and Phnom Penh was still 
closed despite efforts of several 
Cambodian battalions to clear 
it.

more harassing attacks in the

in 


northwest Cambodia and other 
harassing attacks on govern- 
ment troops near the provincial 
capitals of Takeo, south of 
Phnom Penh, and Prey Vieng, 
east of the capital.

Twelve Army privates who par- 
ticipated in a sit-down demon- 
stration to protest alleged bru- 
tality at the San Francisco 
Presidio stockade have been 
cleared of mutiny charges. 


The Army Court of Military 


Review threw out the mutiny 
convictions Thursday, but up- 
held court-martial convictions 
on the lesser offense of willful 
disobedience of an order of a 
commissioned officer. 


A 13th soldier's conviction for 


willful disobedience also was af- 
firmed by the court. 


The action completes review 


of court-martial convictions of a 
total of 24 soldiers who partici- 
pated in the Oct. U, 1968, inci- 
dent near the stockade at the 
Presidio. 
Twenty-three 
were 


charged with mutiny. 


The charges were filed after 


the group bad-mouthed mess 
hall food, called stockade living 
conditions unsanitary and over- 
crowded and sang "We Shall 
Overcome" when an officer or- 
dered them back to the stock- 
ade. 


Convictions of 10 other sol- 


diers on charges of mutiny were 
previously reduced to disobedi- 
ence of an order.

One of the myths about the 


bridge expert is that he can 
loll where every card is the 
moment dummy hits the 
table. 


That is partially correct. 


He can tell where 
every 


card in dummy is. Later on, 
lie is likely to have a mighty 
good idea about the con- 
cealed hands but, until we 
start p l a y i n g with see- 
through cards, he has to be 
somewhat in the dark in the 
oarly stages of play. 


South could see that three 


no trump w o u l d probably 
make but he was playing in 
three hearts and, since the 
game was d u p l i c a t e , it 
would help his score a lot if 
IIP could make an e x t r a 
trick. 


The right way to try for 


this extra trick was to play 
the seven of spades at trick 
one 
West would a l m o s t 


surely c o n t i n u e spades, 
since he would think that his 
partner's t h r e e - s p o t had 
brrn a come-on. South would 
take his ace, ruff a spade, 
draw trumps and discard 
one diamond on dummy's 
third club. It would be just 
too much for West to find a 
diamond shift at trick two. 


South overlooked this line 


of play and grabbed his ace 
of spades right away. Then 
he ran the three clubs to get 
rid of one diamond and con- 
tinued by leading a second 
spade. 


West was in with the jack. 


By this time he knew his 
partner surely held the dia- 
mond ace and probably the 
king in back of it. Hence, it 
was no problem for West to 
play his queen of diamonds. 
East overtook with the king, 
cashed his ace and con- 
tinued with the 10. Where- 
upon West was sure to make 
a trump trick and South was 
held to his contract.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


director of the state Aocholic 
Beverage Control Department 
denied Wednesday that he had 
violated the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act as alleged by state 
Rep. N. B. Murphy of Ham- 
burg. 


Joe Gaspard, the ABC direc- 


tor, said Murphy had asked to 
see a list of members of a pri- 
vate club in Warren. Gaspard 
said the ABC had no such list 
and that the ABC did not re- 
quire one. 


Murphy charged in one news- 


paper story that Gaspard had 
violated the law by refusing to 
let him see a list of incorpora- 
tors of the Town House Club in 
Warren and was quoted in an- 
other article as saying Gaspard 
refused to let him see a list of 
the club's members. 


Gaspard said Murphy did not 


ask for a list of the incorpora- 
tors who he identified as Gar- 
ner T. Culpepper, president; J. 
T. Ederington III, whose title 
was not listed; and C. A. Mil- 
ton, secretary-treasurer. 


Ederington and Milston have 


since resigned their positions, 
but Gaspard said their action 
would not affect the ABC's de- 
cision to issue a mixed-drink 
permit to the club. 


However, Gaspard released 


Wednesday an order for all 
holders of private club permits 
to send a complete list of their 
memberships to the ABC. 


Gaspard, asked about the or- 


der, said: "I feel there could be 
some question possibly at some 
time. We might want to verily 
a number of members and, 
even though the list was not an 
original requirement, it would 
certainly not hurt to have this 
information on record."

One-celled Parasite 
Cause of Trichomoniasis

Q—What is the cause and 


treatment of trichomoniasis? 


A—This is a vaginal infec- 


tion with a one-celled ani- 
mal parasite, the Trichomo- 
nas. Ft is very common and. 
in many persons, especially 
men, it causes no symptoms. 
In susceptible w o m e n it 
causes local itching or burn- 
ing and a white frothy dis- 
charge deukorrhea). 


There is some evidence 


that the standard treatment 
with metronidazole iflagyli 
is less effective than it was 
several years ago. probably 
because the parasite is build- 
ing up a resistance to the 
drug. Two other prescrip- 
tion drugs are now available 
—betadinc and aminoacri- 
dine 
/ Mycosert). both for 


local, not internal, use. 


Q—My doctor says I have 


trichomoniasis. Vaginal sup- 
positories helped at first but 
the condition always returns. 
How can I get rid of it? Will 
it prevent me from becom- 
ing pregnant? 


A — The Infection can be 


eliminated only if husband 
and wife are treated simul- 
taneously. It will not inter- 
fere with pregnancy. 


Q—What is the difference 


b e t w e o n trichomoniasis. 
moniliasis and candidiasis? 
How is the diagnosis, made? 


A — Moniliasis and candi- 


diasis are the same disease. 
It is caused by a fungus, not 
an animal parasite and, al- 
though the fungus may in- 
vade the vagina, unlike tri- 
chomoniasis it more com- 
monly involves the tonsils, 
tongue and gums. The diag- 
nosis of both diseases may 


be made by examimnu a 
swab from the inlcried area 
under the mkT-iscope and 
identifying the causative or- 
ganism. 


Q — What is the cause of 


trichinosis? 
Is j| serious? 


Can it be cured? 


A—This is an 
infestation 


with a small worm lha! may 
be swallowed 
with poorly 


cooked pork. It makes it's 
way into the blood stream 
and lodges in the muscles, 
ft may be serious if it in- 
vades the heart muscle but 
it can now be cure;! by tak- 
ing 
thiabendazole. a' pre- 


scription drug. Hydrocorti- 
sone in the early stages will 
relieve the muscular pains. 


Q—I have just moved here 


from another city. Please 
recommend a good internist 
in this area. 


A—For this type of infor- 


mation you should consult 
your county medical society.
